2. BEGIN TEXT: 

THE SECURITY COUNCIL EXPRESSES ITS DEEP CONCERN ABOUT 
REPORTS CONFIRMING THAT RADIO BROADCASTS FROM THE 
TERRITORY OF THE REPUBLIC OF RWANDA CONTINUE TO INCITE TO 
VIOLENCE AGAINST CIVILIAN POPULATION. 

IN THIS REGARD, THE COUNCIL RECALLS THAT DIRECT AND PUBLIC 
INCITEMENT TO VIOLENCE WITH THE INTENT OF DESTROYING, IN 
WHOLE OR IN PART, AN ETHNIC OR RACIAL GROUP CONSTITUTES A 
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CRIME PUNISHABLE UNDER INTERNATIONAL LAW. 

THE SECURITY COUNCIL STRONGLY CONDEMNS THESE RADIO 
BROADCASTS, WHEREVER THEY MAY COME FROM, AND DEMANDS THAT 
THOSE CONTROLLING THE TERRITORY FROM WHICH THEY ORIGINATE 

TAKE ALL NECESSARY MEASURES TO IMMEDIATELY PUT AN END TO 
THEM. 

THE SECURITY COUNCIL ALSO DEMANDS THAT THOSE RESPONSIBLE 
ENSURE THAT DISPLACED PERSONS THROUGHOUT RWANDA, INCLUDING 
IN PARTICULAR THOSE UNABLE TO LEAVE THE AMAHORO STADIUM, 
THE HOTEL "MILLE COLLINES" AND THE KING FAISAL HOSPITAL IN 
KIGALI, BE IMMEDIATELY PERMITTED TO TRANSFER TO OTHER 
LOCATIONS WHERE THEY MAY SAFELY RECEIVE THE HUMANITARIAN 
AID TO WHICH THEY ARE ENTITLED. END TEXT. TALBOTT 
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
